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FCC Highlights

FCC Refuses to restrict Amateurs in RFI 
cases (W5YI Report, 12/15/91). The FCC 
has said ’closed’ to two unusual, long- 
running conflicts between Radio Amateurs 
and their neighbors over susceptibility of 
home electronic products to radio-frequency 
interference (RFI and TVD). 


In one case, neighbors actually filed a 
Petition for Rulemaking to restrict Amateur 
"broadcasting". They proposed to prohibit 
private Amateur transmitters in areas of dense 
population -- hams would have to use "Remote, 
multi-user broadcast facilities" instead. 


In the other case, a neighbor -- after 
extensive unsuccessful legal proceedings 
against an Amateur -- appealed to lawmakers 
for help. He argued, among other things, 
that the advent of communications satellites 
has rendered the Amateur Service "largely 
obsolete". The request was treated as a 
Petition for Rulemaking by the FCC, which 
defended its policies and declined to stop the 
Amateur operations. 


The FCC responses are contained in a 
similar letter sent to both neighbors 
(The letter is reprinted in the W5YI article; 
and also in the ARRL Letter, 12/19/91). 
The W5YI Report says further that the letter 
may provide some guidance and moral support 
to hams who face irate or even threatening 
neighbors who own interference-prone 
consumer products. 


Number of New Amateurs Doubles. 

(W5YI Report, 12-15-91) Figures released 
by the FCC continue to show that abolishing 
the Morse code requirement is causing the 
number of new hams to increase dramatically. 
The average number of first time Amateur 
Radio licensees for the period April through 
October 1991 is more than 100% greater than 
the average of the four prior years. 


The first Codeless Technician operator 
license was mailed on March 12th 1991. April 
was thus the first full month of issuing the 
Codeless Technician class license. 29,399 
newcomers joined the Amateur Radio ranks 
between April and October, an average of 
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4200 a month, compared with an average of 
2,065 for the same period during the last four 
years. During 1991 65% of all newcomers 
entered ham radio via the code-free Technician 
path; only 33% entered as a Novice operator. 


Other Briefs (W5YI Report, 12-15-91) 

e The FCC has denied and dismissed a 
Petition for Rulemaking received July 26, 
1991 from Scott Schoenbleben, N4UAD of 
Liberty KY. Scott requested §97.305 be 
amended to prohibit AM (A38E) and FM (F8E) 
emission in any portion of any Amateur band 
below 28 MHz. 


@ The FCC denied a request from James H. 
Larson, WB4KQQ of Memphis, TN that the 
commission "...change its definition of a 
frequency coordinator and narrow the group of 
licensees who are eligible to decide who will be 
recognized as the local frequency coordinator". 


220 MHz Repercussions (Westlink Report, 
12/13/91) Last month, under "More on 
216-225 MHz", we mentioned a new ARRL 
petition (filed Nov. 12, now designated 
RM-7869), to create a subband for weak signal 
communications between 222.0 and 222.15 
MHz. (Actually, the petition cited a number 
of types of experimentation which can be 
categorized as weak signal communications). 
Among other things the ARRL petition stated 
that "...1n order for a weak-signal segment of 
the 222-225 band to be created as herein 
proposed it may be necessary to relocate 
certain repeater operations elsewhere in the 
band" 


One consequence of establishing this 
subband might be that alternative frequencies 
cannot be found for some repeaters, especially 
in densely crowded areas such as Southern 
California. According to Westlink,. California 
hams are vowing to make this a "fight to the 
death". 


Westlink goes on to say: "An ARRL spokes- 
man said that he is aware that the action will 
have an adverse impact on repeater operations 
and auxiliary links, but says the organization 
feels that the needs of non-FM interests must 
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also be protected". Also "While the ARRL 
stand is drawing praise in some quarters, FM 
interests in Southern California are charging 
that the League has bowed to political pressure 
from a small but vocal band of experimental 
users and "sold out the FM community’. 


Comments by Westlink Editor Burt Hicks 
((WB6MQV) are worth noting. Burt says: 
"Westlink report is usually biased to promote 
experimentation over simple communications 
because of our desire to see Amateur Radio 
continue to contribute to the state of the art. 
However, unless someone can convince us that 
there is some practical purpose in ’fine 
tweaking’ our technical expertise in low power 
CW or SSB, or in EME work at these particu- 
lar frequencies, we must consider several 
things. First, most of these specialized 
acitivities take place on 144 and 432 MHz. 
The equipment is more readily available 
(yes, I know some hams still build their own), 
and there is a several hundred kilohertz guard 
band on each. In addition, these systems serve 
dozens of users each, not just one person. 
Perhaps a compromise can be worked towards. 
In much of the country, a good part of 222 
MHz is still underutilized, while in the major 
cities such as Los Angeles, there are often two 
or even three repeater systems on the same 
frequency, using ’PL’ and DTMF tones to 
access the desired one. Westlink believes that 
if surveys were conducted showing just how 
many repeaters, auxiliary links, control 
receivers and users currently occupy this 150 
kHz of spectrum which could not be moved to 
other frequencies in the band, a list of cities 
might be developed that could be excluded 
from the proposed ban on FM operation. Add 
a suitable radius to reduce on-channel inter- 
ference and a workable solution might be 
developed. No, it’s not perfect, but Amateurs 
have become experts at working weak signals 
through QRM. Maybe, when conditions favor 
tropo or meteor scatter work, many of the 
systems could be encouraged to shut down, 
for the few hours it exists. And thousands of 
people wouldn’t have to lose the use of tens of 
thousands of dollars worth of equipment". 


Your editor does not subscribe to any 
particular solution to the problem, but recalls 
that band-sharing has at least three 
dimensions -- frequency, time and geography. 
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Potential tower troubles (Westlink Report 
12/12/91). Clay Frienwald, K7CR, writes: 
"Next year will see the FCC increase the 
number of inspections of commercial and 
broadcast facilities, and with that comes a 
stern warning: the engineers will be looking 
at towers. Already in this area of the Pacific 
Northwest the FCC has been out looking at 
commercial towers with a Global Positioning 
System receiver, checking to see if the coordi- 
nates noted on the station license are in 
agreement with the GPS device. The 
situation is even more critical when it comes 
to tower lighting and related safety measures. 
The FCC has made it very clear that in the 
event that they inspect a facility and find a 
tower violation, every licensee on that tower 
will be fined! (emphasis added). 


"If you operate an Amateur repeater system 
on a commercial tower, especially one that has 
marking or lighting requirements, you had 
better make certain that the structure is in 
full compliance and is kept that way. You 
cannot delegate this responsibility to another 
person even if you are getting tower space free 
of charge. Several Amateur repeater stations 
around the country have already found out 
that the new FCC initiative into tower compli- 
ance has the teeth to bite into hams with 
ease’.

HAIL TO THE REDSKINS 
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American Radio Relay League Report

This ARRL Report provides a brief summary of information published in the ARRL LETTER and 
other reports. The LETTER provides timely news of interest to active Radio Amateurs. Any League

Shuttle Mission STS-45. 

March is the time frame currently given by 
NASA for the next Shuttle Amateur Radio 
EXperiment (SAREX). This mission is designat- 
ed STS-45, and three of the shuttle crew 
members are licensed hams. Brian Duffy - 
N5WQW, Dave Leestma-N5WQC and Belgian 
Dirk Frimout-ON1AFD, will operated ham 
radios from space! You can request information 
about SAREX activities and lesson plans by 
sending anote to EAD. Only four or five schools 
will get scheduled QSOs, but the mission will be 
in a highly inclined orbit, making unscheduled 
QSOs much easier than with previous SAREX 
missions. EAD has received about 50 letters 
from schools wanting to participate. If you 
are interested, you need to send us a letter, 
right now, which tells us: 


¢ what your planned activities are 

e how you plan to get as many schools as 
possible to participate in your planned activities. 
As an example, for mission STS-37, Terry 
Redding- WB5LMJ involved students from 21 
local schools. 

e how you will get as much publicity as 
possible for your planned activities. 

¢ what licensed young people you can line up 
to handle the radio contact. 

e what local adult group you have as a 
resource to help with needed equipment, 
publicity, school link-ups and so on. 


And a Related Project. 

Another project that will take place during the 
STS-45 mission is called INteractive Space 
Physics Ionosphere Radio EXperiments 
(INSPIRE). Astronauts will transmit audio 
tones between 50 hertz and 7 kilohertz with an 
electron beam generator to investigate the 
ionosphere and magnetosphere. Schools and 
Amateur Radio operators around the US will 
listen for, and tape record, the signals. A 
receiver kit, costing around $35-40, is available. 
Students get hands-on experience building and 
using the kit before the mission, and by 
collecting scientific data and doing field station 
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coordination during the mission. For more 
information on INSPIRE, send a self-addressed 
envelope with two units of First Class postage to 
Bill Pine, Chaffey High School, 1245 N Euclid 
Avenue, Ontario, California 91762. 


You can use the kit for other communications 
projects, as the frequencies are allocated for 
educational activity by unlicensed students. For 
information on what is legal and what is not, on 
non-Amateur Radio frequencies, write to EAD 
for a copy of the Federal Communications 
Commission (FCC) rules that cover such 
activities. 


Rinaldo Named to WARC Delegation. 

Paul Rinaldo-W4RI, ARRL manager of tech- 
nical development, has been named a member of 
the U.S. Delegation to the 1992 World Adminis- 
trative Radio Conference. 


The nomination was made on December 122 
by Ambassador Jan W. Baran, chairman of the 
U.S. Delegation.

Cushcraft Founder Dies. 

Lester Cushman-W1BX, the founder of the 
Cushcraft Corporation, died November 12, 1991. 
He was 86. 


He was born in South Paris, Maine, and 
received his first Amateur license in 1918. In 
1928 he moved to Fall River, Mass., where he 
worked as a radio service technician and later 
operated Cushman Radio Company, selling parts 
and equipment to Radio Amateurs and to the 
general public. 


During World War 2 he served with the U.S. 
Signal Corps as chief radio engineer at Grenier 
Air Force Base in Manchester, New Hampshire, 
installing and maintaining communications 
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equipment. In the Arctic, the Azores, and 
Bermuda, he helped pioneer the installation of 
light weight VHF communications radios in 
military aircraft. 


In 1950 he established a business to 
-manufacture and install television antennas. As 
part of that activity he designed the first 
Amateur VHF antennas to be sold under the 
Cushcraft brand name. 


During his career Lester Cushman created a 
number of new antenna designs. "His philosophy 
was to achieve maximum performance while 
keeping the design simple," his son Robert 
Cushman, WAI1QFY, said. "He remained an 
active participant in the Cushcraft Corporation 
until shortly before his death." 


Henry Radio co-founder is Silent Key. 
Walt Henry - W6ZN, co-founder of Henry Radio, 
died December 1, 1994. He was 80 years old. He 
served in the U.S. Navy in World War 2, retiring 
as a captain in 1961. He then joined with his 
brother Bob in the Henry Radio business. Their 
brother Ted Henry still managed the Henry 
Radio Store in Anaheim, California. 


Bill Carter - KM5R is Silent Key 

On October 27, 1991, KM5R was completing his 
operation in the CQ Worldwide DX Phone 
Contest. There was a problem with one of the 
antennas on his 60-foot tower. 


"You know how these radio guys are," his wife 
Cindy says. "Something doesn’t work right and 
they need to fix it. Right now." 


Bill Carter climbed his tower, without a 
climbing belt, and fell. He was taken immedi- 
ately to a hospital, but he never regained 
consciousness and died two weeks later. 


The New Yorker Profiles N2KS. 

Kenny Schaffer-N2KS, is the subject of a 
lengthy profile in the December 2, 1991 issue of 
The New Yorker. Schaffer, a vice-president of 
Belka International, a small consulting company 
founded in 1986, is involved in a number of 
business projects in the former Soviet Union. 


The magazine paints a picture of how 
Schaffer’s lifelong interest in radio has 
influenced his career (which includes, among 
other things, the invention of the wireless 
stage microphone). He became particularly 
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interested in the Soviet Union when he installed 
a dish antenna atop his Manhattan apartment ~ 
building and began watching Russian television. 


When Schaffer was ten, his father bought him ~ 
a thirty-dollar Heathkit shortwave radio. "It was 
the best present I ever got," he says. He taught 
himself Morse code, and from his bedroom he 
tuned in the world. He especially loved listening 
to the Soviet satellite Sputnik, which continu- 
ously beeped out the word "hi" in Morse code . 
. the idea of conversing with the objects in 
space and with strangers on other continents 
appealed to Schaffer immensely, and he spent 
most of his spare time either listening to his set 
or taking it apart and putting it back together. 


You can’t buy this kind of publicity in a major 
magazine. The New Yorker is available at many 
local libraries.

Leads Sought in Bogus SOS - from NOVA? 


The FCC is investigating a fake radio distress 


signal which resulted in the deployment of a U.S. 
Coast Guard helicopter and ship to the Duck, 
North Carolina area, during severe conditions 
the Commission has said. 


On november 10 as approximately 10p.m. 
EST an Amateur Radio operator heard a distress 
call from a station identifying itself as KD4NTT, 
according to the FCC (this call has not been 
issued). Transmissions from the alleged station 
in distress indicated that a boat had run aground 
and was taking on water on a reef 20 miles east 
of Duck, NC. The amateur who heard the 
message alerted the Coast Guard. 


~ "Deployment of the helicopter and Coast Guard 
ship, particularly under the severe weather 
conditions that existed, directly placed Coast 
Guard personnel at great personal risk," the FCC 
said. | 
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FCC believes the false distress signal was 
transmitted from the northern Virginia area. 
The FCC asks that anyone with information 
concerning the matter contact the Commission.

NEW DXCC COUNTRIES. With all the changes taking place in the former USSR, now the CIS 
and in Yugoslavia, some have asked when and how the ARRL DXCC Countries List will reflect 
these events. Unless some of the republics in the CIS merge, divide or change their borders, 
there will be no changes in this area. If some change their name only, that will be changed on 
the DXCC List but will not result in any new or deleted countries. The Yugoslavia situation is a 
different story. If the country is broken up into separate states and they gain acceptance, there 
will be some added countries and a possible deletion. These changes, if they take place, will not 
happen automatically. They will have to be run by the DXAC and then by the ARRL HQ Awards 
Committee.

KNOW YOUR BAND EDGES. Most Amateurs know what the phone sub band edges are for 
the traditional bands, however many seem to be ignorant to the phone sub band edges of the new 
bands, especially 12 and 17 Meters. The lower phone band limit for US amateurs is 24.930 MHz 
and 18.110 MHz. Some DX stations insist on operating phone below these limits. Although their 
licenses have no restrictions on this, it is in violation of the IARU band plans and is considered 
poor operating on their part. For US stations, it is a FCC violation also. Another band edge 
problem has been observed. In the recent 10 Meter contest, several DX stations insisted on 
operating on 28.300 MHz or slightly below and many US amateurs in their zeal to work these 
stations were operating out of the limits of their license. If this situation continues, action will 
be taken to disqualify those who operate in this manner. 10 Meters is the biggest HF band that 
we have and there is no need for this kind of operating.

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Elmer’s Corner 
By Scott Schaefer - WR4S 


This column will be devoted to guiding new Amateurs through some of the common questions 
and problems encountered by all of us in our hamming endeavors. Many of the questions that 
come up regard the virtual plethora of equipment that is available on the market. I plan to give a 
brief synopsis on what’s out there and what are the best buys for a new Amateur. I will also try to 
help out on problems pertaining to setting up a station. Send us your questions and we will try to 
provide the answers. Any input that might be helpful to newcomers will also be most welcome.

We ended up last month talking about 
coaxial cable and I suggested the use of RG8X 
(also called mini-8 and a few other names) for 
most applications with runs up to a hundred 
feet or so. A nice feature of RG8X is its power 
rating, allowing the use of an amplifier at a 


later date without having to upgrade your’ 


coax, as well as its flexibility allowing its 
navigation in tight spaces where the larger 
(and stiffer) coaxial cables might not work as 
well. 


When the time does come for you to up 
your output power level, it is common practice 
to graduate to the RG8 style of coax for a 
variety of reasons. The simple fact that there 
exists a larger distance between the center 
conductor and the braid gives me a boost of 
confidence. RG8 style coax does exhibit lower 
loss characteristics as well as the capacity to 
handle higher induced voltages before breaking 
down. Foam dielectric type of RG8 is the 
lightest and most flexible of the group. 
(DIELECTRIC: the insulating material 
between the center conductor and the "braid") 
In situations where the coax will be buried, 
RG213~ (also referred to as MIL-SPEC), will 
last longer due to the non-contaminating outer 
jacket that resists the chemical reaction that 
occurs. I have used another style of RG8 for a 


few years - RG214. This is an expensive choice. 


but due to its double shielded braid it helped 
overcome an interference problem. Another of 
the RG8 group that has received a lot of press 
lately is made by Belden and called 9913. Its 
claim to fame is its low loss at VHF/UHF 
frequencies. After being on the market for a 
few years and being praised, problems 
surfaced regarding 9913’s usable lifetime 
because of moisture problems. Weather- 
proofing all weather exposed connectors is a 
good rule to follow in any case. 


Speaking of coax connectors, again the 
new ham is presented with options and 
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alternatives. The three common types of 
connectors in use in the ham trade are the 
"PL259" or "UHF" connector, the "BNC" and 
the "N" style. The "BNC connector is used as 
the antenna terminal in most handheld 
VHF/UHF rigs. Connectors are made to mate 
together and (I’m sure only by coincidence) 
are referred to as "male and "female." The 
connector on the top of a handheld is a "female 
BNC" while the male side is represented on 
the bottom of the "rubber ducky" antenna. 
If you have to make a connection to a BNC 
style, a reasonable alternative to learning to 
solder a male BNC is the use of an "adaptor 
connector." "Adaptor connectors" are magical 
little friends in the hobby that allow the quick 
change of not only the sex of a coax connector 
but also the type. 


The "N" type connector is used in higher 
frequency ranges where even the slightest 
amount of loss is undesirable. When you reach 
that point in the hobby, learning how to 
assemble "N" type connectors is necessary, 
but until then, an adaptor connector is a time 
saving choice. Hi. 


The most widely used connector in 
hamming is the "PL259" or "UHF" type 
found on most Amateur "HF" rigs. Within 
the PL259 type family, the ham is once again 
presented with choices. The cheapest PL259s 
are nickel plated and tough to solder. It’s 
worth spending another half buck to get the 
next best which are silver plated and much 
friendlier to work with. The most expensive 
PL259 uses teflon for the insulating material 
as well as silver plating, the power handling 
capacity of the connector is increased, but in 
most applications the extra expense might not 
be necessary. 


Next month we'll talk about soldering.

NEWS FROM SKYWARN NET MANAGER 


On December 21 the National Weather Service (NWS) in Washington, DC issued a flash flood 
watch for a large area from Roanoke, Virginia, northeast through West Virginia to Hagerstown, MD. 


The NWS contacted the SKYWARN Net Manager, KC40CG, by telephone and faxed him the 
special weather statement. The statement was announced on the Northern Virginia traffic net at 7:30 
p.m. on the 147.300 WA4TSC repeater. The Emergency Coordinator’s pagers were set off and an 
informational EC net was held at 9 p.m. on the 146.91 NVFMA W4XG repeater. Over 30 Amateurs 
located throughout the watch area checked into this net. An updated special weather statement was 
read and a number of Amateurs in the watch area had specific questions about the situation. 


Questions were relayed to the NWS and responses were given to the Amateurs during nets later — 


that evening. Since the storm was expected to move slowly, brief follow-up nets were held at 
10 p.m., 11 p.m., and 12 a.m. as well as 7 a.m. the next morning on the 147.300 repeater. Although 
heavy rains were experienced, river flooding was not a threat due to the ongoing drought condition. 
The Net secured with the 7 a.m. weather net and the participants were thanked. The procedure of 
brief hourly check-in nets worked well and will be used again in future slow moving storms. 


On December 11 the Trustees of the Foundation for Amateur Radio, Inc. unanimously voted in 
favor of granting $2,500 to properly equip the SKYWARN Amateur Radio station at the NWS. 
A Memorandum of Understanding between FAR, The Northern Virginia Radio Club, Inc., the 
SKYWARN Net Manager and the National Weather Service, governing the implementation of the 
grant, was discussed in detail and approved. The highlights of the purposes of the grant are as 
follows: 1) The Washington Forecast Office has been set up as the model for the "modernized" 
weather forecast offices of the future; 2) the Washington Forecast Office has traditionally relied upon 
the SKYWARN Amateur Radio program to assist in its mission of saving lives and property; 3) the 
Washington Forecast Office will frequently be visited by members of the United States Congress, 
representatives of federal, state and local: governments and all forms of national and international 
media and provides an excellent opportunity for the Amateur Radio community to demonstrate its 
unique ability to provide skillful, organized and useful volunteer communications, 4) SKYWARN 
Amateur Radio program is in place in the Washington Forecast Office and is supported by a trained 
and active Amateur Radio community in the area represented by the organizations that make up 
FAR; 5) the 2-meter, 440, packet and possibly HF gear that will be purchased with the grant money 
will immediately be put to use serving the public, the NWS, and the Amateur Radio community. 


FAR, the groups that make up FAR, and the Amateur community are thanked for their continued 
support of the SKYWARN Amateur Radio program. It is hoped to have the newly outfitted station 
in full operation before the FEMA and NWS Hurricane drill in March 1992 in which Amateur Radio 
is expected to play a significant role!

"GETTING READY FOR INDEPENDENT ACTIVITY, WHAT’S AHEAD?" 
by Stanislav Aslezov, Special "SP" Correspondent 


The DOSAAF organization of the Byelorussian SSR has been transformed into the OSTO 
[Oboronnoyesportivno-tekhnicheskoye obshchestvo- Defense Sport-Technical Society] of the Republic 
of Belarus’ by the VIII [8th] Extraordinary Congress of DOSAAF of the Byelorussian SSR, meeting 
in Minsk. Rules were adopted. The Central Committee was transformed into a Republic Council, 


which was authorized to manage defense work until the first OSTO Congress. 


The Supreme Soviet of the Republic has voted to keep the Defense Society, provided it conducts _ 


all its affairs in accordance with the Declaration of Independence and Sovereignty of the Republic. 


The Republic of Byelorussia has announced its right to have its own Armed Forces. What sort 


of army will Byelorussia have? What specialists will be needed? The fate of schools and clubs of the 
Defense Society depends in large measure on the answers to these questions. 


There has been a catastrophic rise in the number of refusals to serve in the military -- from 
2 in 1988 and 4 in 1989 to 20 times as many last year. About 150 soldiers drafted from Byelorussia 
have deserted. 


Citing the fact the government could supply neither motor vehicles nor fuel, a Byelorussian 
government representative advised the new organization to work out an agreement with the center 
rather than breaking with it. 


CC DOSAAF USSR Deputy Chairman A. Shcherbakov, representing the center, lamented the fact 
that the Rules adopted by the Congress did not address the question of cooperating with the center.

_ their activities. 


The question of social property -- the cornerstone of the foundation of the Defense Society -- 
deserves special attention. The net worth of the Defense Society is almost two billion rubles. There 
is an unfortunate tendency to split up common property. 


The public needs to be educated about the Defense Society. It is in our mutual interest to keep 
the newspaper "Sovetskiy Patriot" and magazines that spread military knowledge and attract youth 
to technical sports.

Automatic Unattended Operation Survey 


The ARRL is looking for help in planning automated message systems below 50 MHz. 
The January issue of QST (page 41) contains a survey form for your comments or 
suggestions. They would like to get your views. Replies must be returned by March 6. 


The issue is more complex than it appears from a casual look. In the context of digital 
communications, "automatic operation" means using a computer to send and receive 
commands and messages over the air without direct control operator intervention. 
"Unattended automatic operation" means doing so without an operator being present to 
observe or intervene in the operation of the station. 


It is possible for an unattended automatic digital station to work another station that 
is being controlled by an operator who is present and can listen to the frequency that is to 
be used to ensure that it is free before initiating a contact. In this style of operation, the 
frequency can be shared by more than one digital mode. For the purpose of this survey, 
this is called semi-automatic operation. RTTY and AMTOR MBOs typically operate in this 
mode. 


It is also possible for an unattended automatic digital station to work another 
unattended automatic station. In this type of operation, the frequency used must be set 
aside for the specific digital mode the stations are using at the time such communications 
ar to take place. Sharing the frequency with another mode is not possible. This is 
referred to as fully automatic operation. Packet BBSs typically operate this mode. 


All digital modes are capable of either semi- or fully automatic operation.

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HELP WANTED: With Shuttle Experiment. 
A U.S. space shuttle launch is planned for March 1992 as the first mission in a series of 10 flights 
called ATmospheric Laboratory for Applications and Science (ATLAS-1). One of the payloads, 
Space Experiments with Particle ACcelerators (SEPAC), will investigate the ionosphere and 
magnetosphere, transmitting an 8-kW electron beam modulated as a VLF transmitter by audio 
tones between 50 Hz and 7 kHz. Scientists will attempt to record the signals at various locations ° 
on earth, and examine them via spectrum analysis and other means. | 


Because there are a limited number of ground stations, Amateur Radio operators and high 
schools are invited to participate in listening and recording activities. A low-cost ($35—40) 
receiver kit has been designed and tested by hams, and will be made available this fall. 


The project, dubbed INteractive Space Physics Ionosphere Radio Experiments (INSPIRE), 
will be the first time in history that such an extensive data monitoring network has been set up 
to cover the U.S., as 10,000 high schools are being asked to participate. 


Hams will also help with daily pre-mission communications regarding high school 
involvement, and Amateur Radio will play a vital role during the mission by relaying schedule 
changes for SEPAC transmissions. Radio clubs can help their members and local high schools 
with kit building and setting up listening stations.

Now that we are a month into the new year 
it is time to look back at our new year’s resolu- 
tions. How many remain unbroken? We should 
all resolve that this year we will improve our 
operating techniques and make sure we are 
prepared for emergencies. Everyone should take 
a moment to review their emergency prepared- 
ness: food,. water, generator and/or battery 
power, antennas, portables, etc. You can never 
tell when these items would be required. Now is 
the time to check your plans before the need 
arises. Your local ARES/RACES members can 
help if desired. The Prince Georges’ County 
ARES/RACES organization meets on _ the 
18 machine on Wednesday nights at 9:00 p.m. if 
you need additional assistance. 


Since the question still is being raised 
frequently on the repeater we need to again 
explain that a new feature has been added to the 
White Oak repeater to reduce undesirable keyups 
resulting from the sensitivity of the multiple 
receiver sites. There is approximately an one 
second keying delay when first bringing up the 
machine. What this means is that you should 
delay your first voice transmission for at least 
one second to give the repeater time to 
"recognize" that you are transmitting, and not 
just QRM! Once the machine has been activated, 
the keying delay will not be active again until 30 


seconds of repeater inactivity have passed. 


Heard On The Repeater: This feature of 
our report attempts to provide suggestions for 
efficient and effective use of the repeater: 


©. Over the past month we have heard a 
number of stations who still do not let the 
repeater completely drop before they begin 
their conversation. On the 18 machine 
(as well as many others) it is good practice to 
let the repeater completely drop and pause a 
moment before beginning your next trans- 
mission. This technique not only allows for 
the two minute timeout timer (the “alligator") 
to reset, but permits anyone with an 
emergency to make a call.

© When using the autopatch it is important 
to identify yourself before transmitting the 
access codes. Remember that there is the 
initial transmission delay of one second 
which could suppress the required ID. After 
the dial tone is brought up, briefly pause 
your transmission of the telephone number 
to allow time for the autopatch link to 
transfer. It is good practice to pause briefly 
on each transmission to ensure the links are 
properly in place. 


o A number of times over the past month 
Tri-County members have come to the aid of 
folks in need. Recently a call came out over 
the 18 machine very late at night (or was it 
early morning?), where a person had run out 
of gas. A call was made to proper authorities 
to get assistance to the party in short order. 
The coverage of this machine makes it a good 
candidate for those who may need assistance 
to get it. Even if you do not have autopatch 
access rights, a control operator will be 
happy to extend assistance that may be 
needed, just ask. 


NOTE for autopatch users: when the 
control units were redesigned the auto 
dial number code sequence was changed. 
Now to use the auto dial numbers you 
should enter "*nn" after you get the dial 
tone, where "nn" is the desired auto dial 
number (they did not change).

Every time you give your telephone number for a reference/ID your address probably goes onto 
a direct marketing mailing list. There is a solution: Write to: 


Mail Preference Service, c/o Direct Marketing Assn., 11 West 42nd Street, P.O. Box 3861, 
New York, NY 10163-3861 or phone (212) 768-7277. If you request it, your name will no longer be 
sold to national mailing companies. (You will still have to contact local companies directly to 
remove your name from their lists.) You also need to write Mail Preference Service every three to . 
four months to keep your name from getting back on their up-date lists. It really is worth the 
effort - to you and to the ecology. 


TELEPHONE "JUNK MAIL" 


Another form of "Junk Mail" is telephone advertising. .................. Over 300,000 
telephone solicitors make 18 million live calls every day, according to a report by the House 
Subcommittee on Energy, Commerce and Telecommunications. In an effort to curtail these calls, 
the US House of Representative has passed a compromise bill that would outlaw the use of 
automated telephone and facsimilie equipment to send unsolicited advertisements into peoples’ 
homes. The compromise bill contains separate versions of legislation passed earlier by both House 
and Senate.
